The FamotiM W axen Model Art lot of 
1‘iirlM und London. 
Mine. Tussaud w as already famous 
in Paris before she went to England. 
It was with two of her waxen repro 
Auctions, seized 
by the people for 
parade through the streets of Paris 
that the French revolution was started 
The soldiers attacked the figures. Two 
days 
later followed the memorable 
storming of the Bastille. 
Modeling 
wax had been the fashionable craze of 
the court and the rich. 
It was caught 
from a physician of Berne named < ur- 
tius, who turned to tine a rt his re 
m arkable skill in modeling anatom ical 
specimens and was invited to Paris ! 
the Prince de Conti. 
Mine. Tussaud. 
nee M arie Gresholtz, the child of a sol­ 
dier, was his niece and adopted daugh­ 
ter, tirst Ids pupil and linally his m as­ 
ter. There were few personages whose 
nam es are fam ous now in connection 
with the revolution who did not “sit” 
to the young artist in wax. The heads 
of some she hud to model after the 
guillotine had been employed upon 
them. 
She gave lessons 
in the art to 
the 
king's 
sister, 
Mine. 
Elizabeth, 
among other 
illu strio u s perso ns, and 
was 
imprisoned 
w ith 
Josephine de 
B eauham ais. afterw ard empress. E v en 
in those early days M. C urtius had a 
“cham ber of horrors.” 
But after the revolution Mine. Tus­ 
saud left France forever. 
Nor did she 
at tlrst tind tim es in England much 
more 
propitious. 
A fter 
trying 
the 
Strand she moved to Blackheath, then 
a popular resort. b\it at last liad to go 
on tour from town to town. 
It was 
not till 183,*» that she was able to settle 
perm anently In London.—Chicago T rib­ 
une.

Glacier bay is the most accessible 
region in which to see large tidew ater 
glaciers of Alaska. 
There are eight 
glaciers which discharge bergs into its 
w aters. The largest of these is Muir 
glacier, which drains an area of about 
8 00 square miles. It is moving with a 
maximum velocity of about seven feet 
a duy and is continually discharging 
large icebergs from its end. Its fluctu­ 
ations have been great within recent 
times. One or two hundred years ago 
it extended, In common with fhe other 
glaciers of the bay, tw enty miJeg below 
its present ending, and not long befoae 
that the glaciers were so small that 
valleys now barren and bleak 
were oc 
copied by large forests.
